The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  j 
not  to  say  more  about  the  dance,  | 
dress  or  social  patterns  of  BYU , 
students.  I desire  to  start  a newj 
controversy,  one  involving  some 
members  of  the  faculty.  Thig  is  ^ 
a change  of  pace,  for  usually  it 
is  the  studentbody  that  is  the  ob-  i 
ject  of  Campus  Comment  and 
Controversy  letters.  I hope  that . 
in  my  saying  something  about  a 
certain  segment  of  the  faculty, ; 
the  Administration  will  not  be  of-  - 
fended.  | 

The  problem  I am  going  to  dis- 
cuss is  found  in  several  of  the  de- 
partments of  BYU,  but  no  one 
should  feel  left  out  if  I limit  my 
comments  and  ues  only  the  Math 
Dept,  as  an  example.  I feel  that 
I have  a strong  case,  and  from 
liO'V  on,  I am  writing  in  dead 
seriousness. 

In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
we  read,  “woe  unto  you  rich  men, 
that  will  not  give  of  your  sub- 
stance to  the  poor,  for  your 
riches  will  canker  your  souls  . 
This  scripture  fits  the  Math 
Dept,  of  BYU.  If  you  don’t  be- 
lieve it,  listen  to  my  tale  and 
find  out  for  yourself  it  it  is  right 
or  not. 

One  of  the  toughest  math  cour- ! 
ses  offered,  a fve  credit  analyti- 
cal geometry  and  calculus  course, : 
is  given  without  a single  help 
section  available.  Similar  level, 
chemstry  and  physics  courses 
have  labs  and  help  sections,  but 
not  the  Math  Dept. 

To  compound  ignorance,  the 
text,  whicli  is  standard  for  the 
course,  is  being  covered  at  a rate 
which  is  unbelievable.  Little 
classroom  time  is  available  for 
questions,  and  theory  develop- 
ment is  at  a maximum  while 
practical  problem  treatment  has 
been  virtually  eliminated. 

The  teachers  are  not  to  blame: 
for*  this  situation.  They  are  in- , 
structed  to  follow  a previously 
determined  schedule  given  to 
them  by  the  “higher  ups”  in  the 
department.  I have  heard  it  ex- 
pressed in  public  and  in  private 
by  members  of  the  Math  Dept, 
faculty  that  they  did  not  agree 
with  the  program  which  had  been 
imposed  upon  them.  They  felt 
that  this  program  was  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  spirit  of  learning. 

Now,  I don’t  question  the  Math 
Dept,  on  their  right  to  have  a 
fixed  schedule.  However,  I do 
seriously  question  whether  or  not 
this  particular  schedule  is  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Gospel.

Reedy  replied  that  as  far  as  he 
knew  there  has  been  no  change 
from  last  May,  when  the  Presi- 
dent told  Hoover  he  wanted  him 
to  remain  Director  for  as  long 
as  Johnson  is  in  the  WTiite  House. 

Reedy  referred  to  a Wliite 
House  ceremony  marking  Hoov- 
er’s 40th  anniversary  as  FBI 
chief,  during  which  Johnson  an- 
nounced he  had  signed  an  execu- 
tive order  exempting  Hoover 
from  compulsory  retirement 
when  he  turns  70  next  January.

Long,  in  a statement  from  Ba- 
ton Rouge,  said  only  small  instal- 
lations in  New  Orleans  would  be 
closed  in  his  state  and  added; 

“It  is  evidence  of  what  I have 
said  before — that  under  Presi- 
dent Johnson  and  Secretary  Mc- 
Namara, defense  installations 
would  be  closed  on  military  and 
not  political  considerations.” 


U.  S.  Denies 
Spy  Charges 
By  Rebels 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  THE  CON- 
GO, (AP)  — Government  troops 
led  by  white  mercenaries  opened 
a drive  Thursday  toward  rebel 
Stanleyville  where  American 
medical  missionary  Paul  Carlson 
and  other  foreigners  are  being 
held  as  “prisoners  of  war.” 

THE  PUSH  started  from  Hin- 
du, about  250  miles  south  of 
Stanleyville.  Some  2(X)  white  mer- 
cenaries were  believed  to  be 
spearheading  between  300  and 
500  Congolese  troops. 

The  force  has  been  piling  up 
supplies  for  the  operation  for 
some  time.  The  supplies  have 
been  ferried  in  by  U.  S.  transport 
planes. 

CARLSON,  36,  of  Rolling  Hills, 
Calif.,  was  sentenced  to  death 
for  spying  but  rebel  leader  Chris- 
tophe  Gbenye  postponed  the  sen- 
tence to  next  Monday  following 
an  appeal  from  Prime  Minister 
Jomo  Kenyatta  of  Kenya.  The 
United  States  has  denied  the  doc- 
tor was  spying. 

Gbenye  said  the  execution 
would  be  carried  out  if  no  basis 
was  found  for  negotiations  with 
the  United  States.  Radio  Stan- 
leyville said  Gbenye  w'as  "pre- 
pared to  consider  all  solutions 
to  this  problem  and  hold  any 
kind  of  talks.” 


Kennedy  Assassination 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — Pres- 
ident Johnson  asked  the  nation 
Thursday  to  observe  the  first  an- 
niversary of  President  Kennedy’s 
assassination  with  a rededication 
“to  the  pursuit  of  those  ideals 
of  human  dignity  in  which  he 
believed.” 

THE  ANNIVERSARY  falls  on 
this  coming  Sunday  and  the  re- 
ligious note  will  predominate  as 
the  nation  recalls  that  tragic 
Nov.  22.  Across  the  land,  special 
church  services,  some  of  them  on 
an  interfaith  basis,  will  mark 
the  young  President’s  death. 

President  and  Mrs.  Johnson  are 
to  attend  a memorial  service  in 
Austin,  Tex. 

Some  members  of  the  Kennedy 
family  are  expected  to  partici- 
pate in  a memorial  mass  at  a 
Washington  Catholic  church  not 
yet  designated.  The  widow,  Mrs. 
John  F.  Kennedy  is  expected  to 
spend  the  day  in  seclusion  with 
no  public  appearance  planned. 

FROM  DAWN  to  dusk,  relig- 
ious and  lay  groups  from  near 
and  far  will  pause  briefly  at  the 
grave  in  Arlington  National  Cem- 
etery to  place  wreaths  and  con- 
duct short  prayer  services. 

Johnson  read  his  anniversary 
proclamation  in  the  White  House 
Cabinet  Room  as  he  accepted  a 
bronze  bust  of  Kennedy.  The  bust 
was  commissioned  by  the  three 
military  aides  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent as  a gift  for  Mrs.  Kennedy. 
It  is  to  be  moved  to  the  Kennedy 
Memorial  Library  at  Cambridge,

The  BYU  greenhouse  is  the 
first  such  facility  of  the  grounds 
department,  and  is  fulfilling  a 
need  for  many  years,  according  to 
Wendyl  Jarvis,  assistant  fore- 
man in  charge  of  grounds. 

THE  GREENHOUSE  is  located 
east  of  the  Snell  Industrial  Ed- 
ucation Bldg.  This  is  a close, 
permanent  location  which  will 
not  in^:erfere  with  further  cam- 
pus expansion  as  it  has  been  lo- 
cated in  accordance  with  the 
campus  master  plan. 

The  building,  completed  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1964,  is  one  of  the  finest 
greenhouses  made.  It  has  an  al- 
uminium frame;  with  glass  sides 
and  a fiber  glass  top  for  good 
light  diffusion.  The  dimensions 
are  28  feet  by  104  feet. 

..  THERE  are  two  separate  com- 
partments within  the  building. 
Each  has  a different  temperature 
which  is  requlated  automatically. 
One  compartment  is  for  the  ren- 
ovation of  tropical  plants  and 
the  other  for  growing  seedlings 
for  bedding  plants. 

Jarvis  mentioned  that  the 
building  is  not  for  academic  pur- 
poses, but  is  a working  green- 
house for  the  maintenance  and 
propagation  of  plants  used  in 
landscaping  the  campus  grounds 
and  buildings. 

THE  FRAME  and  glass  were 
erected  by  a professional  crew, 
while  the  plumbing,  heating, 
lighting  and  concrete  work  were 
done  by  physical  plant  crews. 

Jarvis  is  in  charge  of  the  build, 
ing  and  Blaine  Poulsen  operates 
the  facility. 

The  greenhouse  is  an  impor- 
tant addition  to  the  physical  plant 
facilities  of  the  community.  Sam 
F.  Brewster  is  the  director  of  the 
department  of  physical  plant.
